OTTAWA,      Oct      16-— The     Evening 
Journal  says:     "Wmie.  it  is  annouf 
in    connection    with    Hon,    Mr.    Perley's 

Hp  to  Oreftt  Britain  that  his  trip  is 
purely  a  personal  one,  The  Journal  is 
fairly  reliably  informed  that  far  great- 
er importance  and  significance  is  at- 
tached to  it.  It  is  understood  that  the 
primary  reason  for  Mr.  Perley's  visit 
is  to  discuss  with  the  British  Admiralty 
the  probable  terms  under  which  the 
Canadian  Government  will  take  over. the 
three  extra  battleships  being  built  by 
the  Admiralty  to  take  the  place  of 
those  which  it  had  bi*n  expected  that 
Canada  would  contribute. 

•  In  a  rVjtement  made  at  the  close  of 
the  last  session  Premier  Borden  sug- 
gested that  his  action  would  be  such 
that  the  overwhelming  wish  of  the  Can- 
adian people  in  regard  to  the  national 
defence  would  not  be  defeated  by  the 
Senate.  Correspondence,  it  is  under- 
stood, has  passed*  between  Mr.  Churchill 
and  Premier  Borden  during  the  past 
Summer  as  to  the  carrying  out  of  this 
promise;  and  Mr.  Perley's  visit  is  foi 
the  purpose  of  arranging  terms  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Canadian  Parliament 
this   session. 

Parties    May    Agree 

"What  action  the  Liberals  will  take  in 
regard  to  such  a  proposal  is  problemat- 
ical. Liberal  amendments  to  the  Naval 
Bill  -lB^-*M4*foR<  embodied  the  principle 
that  if  the  "ships  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  Government  were  built 
under  the  terms  of  the  Naval  Act  of 
1910    no    objection    would   be    taken. 

"In  effect,  the  purchasing  of  the  ships 
from  the  British  Admiralty  differs  but 
little  from  the'  spirit  and  meaning  of 
those  proposals  or  amendments;  and 
should  Mr.  Borden  be  able  to  definitely 
indicate  when  he  will  be  ready  to  an- 
nounce his  permanent  policy  and  of 
what  character  It  shall  be,  there  Is  be- 
lieved to  be  a  strong  likelihood  of  the 
Opposition    falling    Into    ltne. 

"In  any  case  it  is  practically  certain 
that  Mr.  Borden  will  introduce  a  bill 
to  take  over  the  three  battleships  that 
are  being  -pnstructed  by  the  British 
Admiralty." 


Time  to  Take  Heed 
LONDON,  Oct.  16.— The  Financial 
News  says:  "The  time  has  come  when 
each  and  all  of  the  self-governing  Do- 
minions should  take  thought  for  the 
most  effectual  safeguarding  of  the  sea. 
It  may  not  be  altogether  easy  to  secure 
unity  of  counsel  between  the  Mother- 
land and  her  overseas  children,  but  it 
is  essential  if  the  Empire  is  to  possess 
and  maintain  a  navy  worthy  of  her 
great  position.

OTTAWA,  Oct.  18. — The  final  hear- 
ing; of  the  Western  freight  rates  case 
will  open  In  Ottawa  on  Monday,  No- 
vember 24.  and  the  expectation  here  is 
that  it  will  last  at  least  a  week.  This 
morning  Chairman  Drayton  handed  out 
a  somewhat  lengthy  memorandum,  deal- 
ing with  the  matter.  This  document 
stated  that  Messrs.  Louis  &  Pmellie, 
of  Ottawa,  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  had  ap- 
plied for  an  order  directing  the  C.  P. 
R.  Company  to  file  with  the  board  cer- 
tain Information  which  is  stated  to  he 
required  for  the  proper  presentation  of 
the  British  Columbia  case.  The  infor- 
mation asked  for  was  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  A  statement  showing  the  amount 
of  through  freight  transportation  over 
the  railway  in  British  Columbia  dur- 
ing April.  May  and  .Tune,  1912  and  1913; 
the  place  of  origin  and  destination  of 
auch  freight;  the  nature  of  each  ship- 
ment; the  total  charge  made  therefore, 
the  amount  of  credit  allowed  to  the 
British  Columbia  division  on  each  ship- 
ment and  whether  the  same  was  a  car- 
load   or    less    than    a   carload^shipped. 

2.  A  statement  showing  the  tons, 
miles  and  revenue  for  each  of  the  four 
Western  divisions  and  the  proportion  of 
division,  through  tons,  miles,  revenue 
apportioned  or  credited  to  each  of 
F.ich  divisions,  for  the  railway's  fis- 
cal year  ending  January  1911  and  1912 
a,nd  1918,  or  such  other  fiscal  years  as 
the   railway    has   record    oX. 

Take  Months  to  Prepare 

The  memorandum  continues:  "This 
question  haa  been  taken  up  with  the 
different  traffic  officers  who  have  ad- 
vised that  if  it  is  possible  to  get  the 
information  at  all,  it  will  probably 
take  at  least  six  months  to  prepare  It.

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ELECTRIC  SMELTING 

Steel   Manufacturing   Plant    Wow   in   Op- 
eration    in     Toronto — Method 
Proves   Success 


TORONTO,  Ont.,  Oct.  16.— The  first 
steel  manufacturing  plant  in  Toronto, 
and  the-  first  electrical  steel  furnace  4n 
Canada  started  work  yesterday,  and  is 
turning  out  steel  castings  at  the  rate  of 
about  two  tons  per  day. 

For  five  years  Messrs.  .lames  A.  Mof- 
fatt  and  T.  C.  Irving,  Jr.,  have  been 
conducting  investigations  and  experi- 
ments. Within  the  last  few  months 
they  claim  to  have  got.  the  manufacture 
of  steel  In  an  electric  furnace  to  such  a 
point  that  it  can  be  carried  on  a  com- 
mercial basis.  Tests  show,  it  is  claimed, 
that  the  steel  turned  out  is  of  good 
quality,  and  possesses  a  good  tensile 
strength.

Lodged  on  Reynold's  Rock  at  almost  ex- 
actly the  same  spot  where  the  steamer 
Wnstruawa  and  barge  Simla  recently 
went  ashore,  the  vessel  Is  slowly  break- 
ing to  pieces  by  heavy  sea."?.  Passen- 
gers and  crew  of  the  doomed  ship  are 
aboard  the  steamer  Atlas,  bound  for  San 
Francisco,  hut.  may  be  transferred  to  the 
steamer    YosemltP.    northbound. 

Within  an  hour  after  the  steam 
schOoner  went  on  the  rocks  last  night, 
the  passengers  and  crew,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Captain  A.  F.  Asplund,  the 
chief  engineer  and  the  wireless  opera- 
tor, had  been  transferred  to  two  small 
boats  launched  from  the  ship.  At  B 
o'clock  this  morning  the  oil  steamer 
Atlas  picked  up  one  of  the  boats,  and 
a  short  time  later  the  other,  which  had 
returned  and  taken  off  the  captain  and 
his    two    companions,    was    found.

ART     TREASURES     STOLEN 

Xtalian   Marquis   Is   Under  Arrest — Ears 

Antique    Bronses   Poind    In 

Hie   Baggage 

ROME,  Oct.  16.— Further  Important 
art  thefts  have  come  to  light  in  conse- 
quence of  the  arrest  at  Florence  of 
Marquis  Barnabo,  on  the  charge  of 
stealing  Plnturicchio's  famous  picture 
Of  the  Madonna  and  Child,  from  the 
Church  of  Maria  Mafflore,  at  Spello. 
He  is  accused  of  having  substituted  a 
copy  of  the  picture  for  the  original 
while  the  church   was  closed  for  repairs. 

In  the  Marquis'  baggage  at  the  time 
of  arrest,  it  now  appears  from  the  po- 
lice account,  were  discovered  an  ivory 
TJreek  statuette  and  some  rare  antique 
bronzes  and  church  ornaments  worth 
several  thousand  dollars.  The  statuette 
Is  pronounced  by  Prof.  Volpl  to  be  of 
great  value.  The  stolen  picture  of  the 
Madonna  and  Child  has  been  traced  to 
London.

REPRESENTATIVES  ARE 

ARRESTED  IN  VIENNA 


LONDON,  <-.(  16. — The  Vienna  cor- 
respondent of  The  Dally  Mail  states 
that  a  considerable  sensation  was  caused 
there  today  by  the  arrest  of  the  mana- 
ger of  the  local  offices  of  tho  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  and  three  assistants, 
charged  with  inducing  Austrian  soldier 
reserves  to  emigrate  to  Canada.  It  is 
stated  that  a  Judicial  Inquiry  against  an 
ex-agent  of  the  company  is  being  held 
at  Lemburg,  the  ex-agent  being  charged 
with  giving  persons  liable  to  military 
service  tickets,  which  led  to  the  arrest 
of  Altman.  the  local  manager,  which 
was  preceded  by  police  raldB  on  the 
Vienna   offices   of   the  company. 

The  ex-agent  mentioned,  however, 
was  immediately  discharged  by  the  com- 
pany upon  hearing  of  his  illegal  doings. 
which  clearly  showed  that  Altman  Is 
not  responsible* 

In  the  British  and  American  colonies 
here,  Altman,  who  Is  an  American,  haa 
many  friends.  The  affair  caused  great 
Indignation,  and  It-Is  believed  an  Inquiry 
will  be  urged  to  establish  his  Innocence. 
The  action  of  the  police  Is  attributed  to 
some  extent  to  the  violent  campaign  by 
the  German  shipping  companies  against 
the  C.  P.  R.,  which  last  year  broke  up 
the  Atlantic  pool  and  obtained  the  con- 
cession for  the  line  from  Trieste  to 
Canada.

— The  battleship 
Queen  Elizabeth,  the  thirteenth  British 
vessel  of  the  dreadnought  class  to  go 
afloat,  was  launched  today  at  Ports- 
mouth by  Laxly  Meux.  The  launching 
of  this  vessel  Is  an  occurrence  of  great 
significance  In  the  history  of  the  British 
navy,  fdr  the  Queen  Ellraheth  Is  the 
first    oil-burning   battleship. 

Details  of  her  construction  have  been 
kept  secret,  but  it  is  helieved,  generally, 
that  her  armament  is  to  consist  of  ten 
fifteen-inch  guns,  mounted  in  pairs, 
while  her  secondary  armament  of  four- 
Inch  or  six-Inch  guns  Is  also  to  be  placed 
behind  protected  armor.  She  will  be 
able  to  fire  a  broadside  of  ir>.600  pounds 
of  metal,  which  Is  two  and  a  quarter 
times  that  fired  by  the  first  dread- 
nought. 

l:nder  ordinary  circumstances,  the 
carriage  of  such  a  big  battery  would 
imply  a  considerable  increase  In  dis- 
placement, but  this  has  been  obviated 
by    the   utilization    of   oil   fuel.

Went."  said  Mr.  \V.  e.  Scott.  Deputy 
Minister  of  Agriculture  yesterday.  "The 
winning  of  two  gold  medals  in  competi- 
tion with  growers  and  associations  from 
all  parts  of  the  continent  will  not  only 
draw  attention  to  this  Province  as  the 
greatest  apple  country  in  the  world  to- 
day, but  will  open  up  markets  for  our 
fruit  in  our  natural  outlet,  the  North- 
west, and  demonstrate  that  the  fruit  of 
this  Province  is  superior  to  that  grown 
in  the  famous  orchards  of  Oregon  and 
Washington." 

The  two  gold  medals  were  awarded 
for  the  best  collection  of  apples  and 
for  the  best  display  of  natural  re- 
sources. A  carload  of  apples  was  sent 
to  Winnipeg,  containing  from  thirty  to 
forty  dlfftfeW-'WWbTfttB.  which  were 
carefully  selected,  and  arrived  at  Winni- 
peg in  the  pink  of  condition. 
Natural    Resources 

The  display  of  natural  resources  was 
probably  the  most  complete  ever  ga- 
thered at  an  exhibition.  It  occupied. 
Including  tho  space  allotted  to  the 
apples,  a  length  of  160  feet,  with  a 
depth  of  twenty  feet.  Among  the  ex- 
hibits on  display  was  a  splendid  col- 
lection of  bottled  fruits,  which  were  as- 
sembled with  the  greatest  care  and  pre- 
served by  a  special  formula  which  is 
a  Departmental  secret.  A  full  selection 
of  grains,  grasses  and  fodder  plants  was 
sent  forward  from  the  district  exhibi- 
tion at  New  Westminster  with  the  ex- 
hibit of  vegetables  and  field  produce 
which  won  do  much  approval  at  the 
same  fair.  A  complete  display  of  to- 
bacco In  various  stages  of  growth  and 
curing  from  the  industry  at  Kelowna 
was  also  a  feature  of  the  exhibit,  while 
Mr.  Robinson  again  exhibited  the  honey 
specimens  which  attracted  so  much  at- 
tention at  Victoria.  Specimens  of 
minerals  from  every  paying  mine  in  the 
Province  were  included,  and  formed  one 
of  the  most  valuable  collections  from 
an  educational  standpoint  ever  exhibited. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  features 
of  the  display  was  the  splendid  collec- 
tion of  the  food  fishes  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, which  has  Just  been  prepared 
by  an  expert  of  the  Flsheles  Depart- 
ment. This  exhibit  alone  contained 
forty-three  specimens,  and  was  shown 
in  seventeen  cases.  The  casts  are  ab- 
solutely true  to  nature,  and  are  colored 
with  an  appreciation  of  the  artlstio 
which  is  not  destroyed  by  minute  at- 
tention to  detail  In  copying  the  original. 
Forestry   Exhibit 

The  display  of  the  Forest  Branch  of 
the  Department  of  Lands  was  Interest- 
ing and  thorough.  All  the  forest  trees 
found  In  the  Province  were  shown,  and 
the  examples  of  Douglas  fir,  oedar, 
spruce  and  hemlock  were  selected  from 
the  choicest  trees.  Planks  four  and  a 
half  feet  long  and  three  Inches  thick, 
that  were  cut  from  boards  of  sixty  fset 
and  more  in  the  mills  of  the  Province, 
were  shown,  while  Interior' finish  of  all 
kinds  and  for  all  esassea  of  work  were 
,  prepared  and  sent  forward.  The  display 
was  carefully  arranged  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  H.  McClure  Johnston. 
Commissioner  of  Exhibitions,  and  the 
effect  was  fcefcrhtened  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  enlarsad  photographs,  which 
showed  some  of  the  scenic  beauty  Spots 
of    the   Province.

ing  distance  of  the  railroads  through- 
out  the  trip.  Motorists  will  travel  from 
Cranbrook  to  Calgary  through  the 
Crow's  Nest  Pass,  and  then,  working 
westward,  over  the  driveway  recently 
constructed  by  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment to  Banff,  and  thence  to  Castle 
Mountain,  -where  the  road  crosses  the 
Provincial  boundary;  thence  by  the  road 
now  under  construction  through  the 
Vermilion  and  Sinclair  Passes  to  Sin- 
clair, which  is  on  the  main  highway 
between    Golden    and    Cranbrook. 

"The  difficulty  and  cost  of  cutting 
through  these  two  passes  Is,  of  course, 
immense,"  said  Mr.  Foster,  "and  on  this 
part  of  the  road  the  rocks  rise  to  a 
height  of  from  300  to  400  feet  sheer 
from  the  roadside,  offering  vistas  of 
scenic  beauty  that  could  hardly  be 
equaled  anywhere  in  the  world. 

"it  is  Interesting  to  notice  that  both 
from  the  engineering  and  scenic  stand- 
points it  has  been  deemed  best  to  follow 
the  old  Dewdney  trail,  which  has  been 
used  by  Indians  for  many  years  when 
traveling  to  the  great  hunting  grounds 
In  the  Kootenay  district.  Along  this 
trail  is  the  famous  Ochre  Creek,  where 
for  centuries  the  Indians  used  to  pro- 
cure their  supplies  of  ochre  for  their 
warpaint,  and  there  are  many  places 
along  the  trail  that  are  Interesting  to 
the  archaeologist  and  are  replete  with 
historic  association."

"There  is  no  mpre  complex  problem 
in  the  world  of  industry  than  the  busi- 
ness or  profession  of  hotelkeeping."  said 
Mr.  Wright,  seen  at  the  Dominion  Hotel. 
"The  trade  has  been  too  long  the  foot- 
ball of  politicians,  and  all  those  engaged 
in  the  business  have  been  scored  by 
ministers  of  religion  as  social  outcasts. 
The  selling  of  liquor,  which  is  only  a 
small  part  of  a  complicated  technical 
trade,  has  been  magnlne.  until  many 
of  the  public  have  come  to  consider  this 
branch  as  the  sum  of  the  whole 
business. 

"There  Is  no  more  Important  trust 
imposed  on  any  section  of  the  commun- 
ity than  the  granting  of  a  franchise  to 
the  hoteikeeper,  and  if  the  hotel  pro- 
prietor of  today  is  the  social  leper 
which  some  of  the  extremists  would 
ha\e  the  world  believe,  then  the  fault 
lies  with  the  public  themselves,  who 
have  been  negligent  of  their .  responsi- 
bilities in  not  seeing  that  the  very  best 
men  in  the  community  are  entrusted 
with   this   Important  office." 

Mr.  Wright  said  that  It  was  the  in- 
tention of  his  association  to  establish 
one  or  more  training  schools  where  as- 
piring young  men  and  women,  who 
wished  to  take  up  the  business  of  ho- 
tel work,  could  be  instructed  in  the 
various  trades  and  sciences  tha-t  form 
this  business.  These  training  schools 
will  hold  classes'  in 'sanitation,  ventila- 
tion, the  chemistry  of  foods,  front- 
office  accounting  and  book-keeping,  do- 
mestic science  and  housekeeping,  and 
give  Instruction  in  the  service  and  pur- 
chasing   department.

Cowardice  there  was  none  on  the  Vol- 
turno, either  among  officers  or  crew, 
Captain  Inch  said.  There  was  no  rush 
of  seamen  which  made  it  necessary  for 
him  to  warn  them  back  with  his  revol- 
ver. His  revolver  was  in  his"  cabin,  and 
it  burned  with  the  ship.  No  one  on

Captain  inch  denied  reports  of  rotten 
tackle  and  fire  hose  and  of  unsafe  life- 
boats, saying  all  of  these  articles  were 
In  good  condition.  He  counted  only 
three  explosions,  the  last  one  wrecking 
wheel  and  compass,  so  that  a  handgear 
had   to   be   rigged   up. 

Replies  to  Criticism 
Mr.  Chas.  P.  Sumner,  general  agent 
for  the  Cunard  Line  In  this  country,  yev. 
terday  said  he  believed  the  criticism 
mettd  out  to  Captain  Barr.  of  the  Car- 
mania  by  many  on  the  other  rescuing 
boats  was  unfair.  If  no  effort  had  been 
made  to  launch  boats  from  the  Voltur- 
no, he  said,  there  would  have  been  prac- 
tically no  loss  of  life  so  far  as  one  could 
Judge   from    the  reports   at   hand. 

"The  Judgment  of  Captain  Barr  was 
amply  upheld  by  what  happened  to  the 
boats  launched  from  the  Volturno,"  Mr. 
Sumner  said.  "The  Carmania  was  the 
iirst  vessel  on  the  scene.  When  she 
had  arrived  she  was  asked  by  Captain 
Inch  to  search  the  sea  for  two  small 
ooats  thought  to  have  got  .away  safely 
from  the  Volturno.  On  her  return  she 
found  the  other  vessels  gathered  around 
the  burning  ship,  and  being  difficult  of 
handling,  lay  off  to  windward,  so  that 
her  great  bulk  might  act  as  a  break- 
water for  the  lifeboats  of  the  other 
vessels." 

Smoothing  Waves  With  Oil 
LONDON,  Oct.  16. — The  oil  tanker 
Xariagansett,  which,  by  scattering  tons 
Of  oil  on  the  raging  sea  greatly  aided 
the  work  of  rescuing  survivors  of  the 
Volturno,  received  a  great  reception  on 
her  arrival  In  the  Thames  at  noon  to- 
day.    She   had  a  number  of  survivors. 

"Liners  should  carry  oil  tanks  as  well 
as  lifeboats  for  saving  life  at  sea,"  said 
Captain  ltarwood.  "The  effect  of  the 
oil  In  subduing  the  terrific  seas  about 
the  Volturno  was  marvelous.  I  started 
out  pumping  out  oil  under  her  stern 
at  7:30  o'clock  Friday  morning.  Eleven 
minutes  later  we  were  able  to  launc'i 
two  lifeboats,  which  brought  off  29  sur- 
vivors. 

'•Altogether  I  used  about  fifty  tons 
of  lubricating  oil  I  believe  that  if  the 
Xarraganset  t  had  been  able  to  reach  the 
VOittirnc-  a  day  earlier,  not  a  single  life 
would   have  been   lost  in   the  sea."

The  administration  of-  the  grazing 
policy  has  been  entrusted  to  the  For- 
est Branch  because  most  of  the  stock 
range  of  British  Columbia  is  more  or 
less  forested,  the  forage  consisting  of 
the  palatable  and  nutritious  grasses 
and  herbs  forming  the  ground  cover 
beneath  the  trees,  and  because  this 
branch  of  the  Department  of  Lands 
has  already  proved  Its  efficiency  in 
the  administration  of  the  forests  of  the 
Province  and  now  possesses  a  force  of 
men  trained  in  '  silviculture  .  and  thor- 
oughly conversant  with  local  condi- 
tions. . 
Good     Opportunities 

With  the  areas  of  range  land  in  the 
older  parts  .  of  the  continent  lessening 
eve^y  year,  and  .with  a  persistent  up-. 
•d  movement  in  the  market  prices 
of  meat,  leather  and  wool,  those  who 
are  In  closest  touch  with  the  markets 
of  the  Province  think  that  there  is  a 
splendid  opportunity  at  the  present 
time  for  the  establishment  of  a  big 
stock  Industry  to  develop  ■  and  grow 
with  the  industrial  expansion  of  the 
Province.  It  is  estimated  that  at  the 
present  time  there  are  about  137,000 
head  of  stock  in  British'  Columbia,  of 
Which  about  one-half  are  beef  cattle 
and  sheep.  The  present  home  produc- 
tion does  not  begin  to  supply  the  nor- 
mal consumption,  and  the  imports  of 
meat  and  livestock  every  year  amount 
to  between  two  and  three  million  dol- 
lars. 

Stockmen  from  Alaska  to  Mexico  are 
turning  their  eyes  more  and  more  every 
year  on  the  provlnre  where  pastures 
are  yet  green  and  where  there  Is 
running  water.  Little  is  as  yet  known 
In  regard  to"  the  grazing  possibilities 
of  the  northern  half  of  the  Interior  of 
the  Province,  although  it  is  generally 
believed  that  they  are  Immense.  The 
southern  Interior  may  be  described  In 
general  terms  as  a  great  plateau 
region,  with  an  fie  vat  inn  of  from  3,000 
to  4,000  above  sea  level,  bounded  on 
the  west  by  the  Coast  Mountains  and 
on  the  east  by  the  Rockies.  At  one 
time  this  was  apparently  the  bed  of 
a  Krent  inland  sea,  which  has  since 
been  partitioned  Into  hills  and  nar- 
row   valleys    by    numerous    streams. 

It  Is  difficult  to  estimate  the  area 
of  available  gracing  land,  but  It  must 
aggregate  millions  of  acres.  The  cli- 
mate IS  dry,  but  not  arid,  with  suf- 
firient  precipitation  for  the  most  part 
t«.  Wake  irrigation  unnecessary  In  two 
of  the  drier  districts,  Nicola  and  T.il- 
[OOet,  the  Department  of  Lands  lins, 
tills  Summer,  established  tWO  experi- 
mental farms  to  Investigate  Mie  feasi- 
bility of  drv  farming  In  this  area. 
Although  the  climate  is  colder  than  that 
of  the  region  lyinn  south,  this  Prov- 
ince possesses  the  outstanding  ad- 
vantage of  being  partb-ularh  ;■, 
of   alkali    soils. 

Conditions   Favorable 

The  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Com- 
mission of  Conservation  'Mates:  "it 
Is  doubtful  if  there  are  anywhere  In 
the  world  more  suitable  conditions  for 
tii"  breeding  and  feeding  of  livestock 
than  are  to  be  found  in  the  InterloTf  of 
British  Columbia.  Cattle  ranching  Is 
mnrie  cany  by  the  dry,  bract hr  clltftate 
and  nutritious  grasses.  In  spite  of 
this  the  supply  In  not  keeping  pare 
with  the  demand  raused  by  the  Increas- 
ing population.  There  are  thousands  nf 
acres  of  land  suitable  for  sheep  breed- 
ing and  nothing  else  whbh  should  he 
turned  to  profitable  account  In  this 
way." 

The  grazing  season  will  extend  from 
thr*e  to  five  months  in  the  year  for  the 
bulk  of  the  range,  and  from  seven  to 
nine  months  In  the  low  altitudes  of 
the  southern  part  of  the  Province.  The 
area  suitable  for  Winter  range  is  not 
yet  determined,  but  It  is  probably  lim- 
ited. British  Columbia  has  excellent 
hay  lands,  but  the  demand  for  this 
product  occasioned  by  the  great  amount 
of  railroad  and  lumbering  development 
work  Is  so  great  that  it  Is  possible 
that  Winter  food  for  the  stock  will 
have  to  be  supplied  In  part  from  out- 
side. 

"If  It  Is  found  necessary  to  bring  In 
hay  for  Winter  reed,  there  is  a  chance 
for  as  operation  with  the  Province  of 
Alberta,     said   the  Chief  Forester.     "Al-

We 
say  this,  in  no  spirit  of  fault-finding, 
for  at  that  time  the  outlook  all  over 
the  Province  was  far  from  being  such 
as  fo  encourage  the  assumption  ot 
fresh  liabilities.  The  failure  was  a 
hard  blow  to'  the  aspirations  of  our 
citizens,   but   they'  pulled   themselvea  to.

A    QUESTION    OF    VERACITY 

We  had  a  letter  recently  from  Mr. 
W.  W.  Baer.  formerly  Liberal  organizer 
for ,  the  Province.

Johnstone  never  walked  across  a  bridge 
to  Delkahtla.  He  walked  across  bents, 
on  which  planks  laid  end  to  end,  length- 
wise, afforded  the  only  means  of  pass- 
age ov.er  the  inlet.  The  Government  has 
driven  piles  and  cross-beamed  them  to 
make  bents,  but  has  gone  no  farther  In 
finishing  the  "bridge."  It  has  stood  In 
its  present  condition  for  many  months 
without  any  intimation  from  the  Gov- 
ernment agents  as  to  when  it  will  be 
completed  or  that  it  will  ever  be  com- 
pleted. It  Is  a  modern  reminder  of  that 
historic  character  who  confessed  himself 
a  dullard  because  he  "began  to  build 
and   was  not  able  to  finish."

School   Garden* 

Xow  that  a  movement  is  on  foot  to 
begin  school  gardening  In  Victoria  In  a 
systematic  way.  it  is  interesting  to 
learn  what  is  going  on  in  fess  promis- 
ing   places. 

Eleven  years  ago.  Mrs.  Henry  Far- 
SOQfl,  Of  Ni'W  York,  formed  the  Inter- 
national Children's  School  Farm  League, 
because  she  believed  city  children  would 
be  helped  by  being  taught  to  work  in 
the  soil  and  to  love  flowers  and  plants. 
The  league  obtained  a  corner  of  one  of 
the  city  parks,  divided  it  Into  tiny  plots 
and  gave  each  to  a  child,  who  planted 
seven  varieties  of  vegetable  seeds  and 
tended    them   till   harvest. 

The  city  authorities  were  so  pleased 
With  the  effect  on  the  character  of  the 
children,  especially  those  who  were 
backward  or  defective,  that  three  years 
later  the  Department  of  Farks  gave 
more  land,  and  two  years  ago,  the 
Board  of  Education  gave  its  approval. 
There  are  farm  gardens  In  three  of  tho 
city  parks,  and  this  season  35.000  chil- 
dren   belong    to    t*ie    league. 

As  every  teacher  knows,  this  little 
army  of  workers  needs  trained  captains, 
but  it  appears  that  there  are  few  teach- 
in  New  York  with  the  necessary 
knowledge  or  training.  Mrs.  Parsons 
is  now  trying  to  raise  money  to  estab- 
lish a  training  school,  where  teachers 
fitted  for.  the  work  of  directing  the 
labors  of  the  children  in  New  York  and 
other  towns  and  cities  could  be  pre- 
pared  for  this  branch  of  instruction 

in  Canada  we  are  more  fortunate,  in 
Guelph  and  St.  Anne  de  Bellevue  teach- 
ers are  being  trained  both  as  teachers 
r.ivl  as  gardeners,  and  many  of  them 
have  applied  their  knowledge  in  what 
are  known  as  the  Consolidated  School. 
Among  these  is  Mr.  H.  McLean,  who 
worked  very  successfully  In  Prince 
Edward  Island.  It  is  to  be  hoped  he 
will  be  given  the  opportunity  of  setting 
the  children  to  work  here.  It  Is  to  be 
remembered,     1  that    much    can 

be  dons  ir.  the  way  of  teaching  children 
to  make  their  schoolgrounds  beautiful, 
even  though  the  teacher  is  not  an  ex- 
pert gardener.  This  has  been  done  in 
at  least  one,  school  In  Victoria  to  the 
great  enjoyment  and  advantage  of  the 
children. 

(if  late  years  the  trustees  have  spent 
money  in  planting  flowers  and  shrubs 
around  the  larger  schools.  There  Is 
much  to  be  said  for  this  plan,  but 
however  trim  the  borders  may  be,  which 
are  krj.t  in  order  by  growri-up  people, 
they  do  not  afford   the  training  or  give 

the  satisfaction  Which  springs  from  the 
efforts    Of    the    children    themselves. 


oepl    thai   they  were  needed  to  complete 
the    whole. 

Whit  Mr.  Marshall  says  about  learn- 
ing by  heart  suggests  that  there  are 
very  few  of  us  who  could  not,  If  we 
tried,  enrich  our  minds  in  this  w. 
It  Is  quite  certain  that  mothers  and 
teachers  can  do  much  to  give  children 
a  taste  for  poetry  and  to  form  the 
habit  of  committing  n  to   memory. 

"There  Is  nobody,"  says  Mr.  Mar- 
shall who  would  not  be  the  better  for 
learning  certain  things  by  heart:  and 
there  are  some  things  that  can  only  be 
.  learned  by  heart.  ,  You  can  not  acquire 
vtkem^*n^«»*!j -other v.  w*jr;  or,  at .  least, 
you  can  not  acquire  them  to  such  use- 
ful purpose.  The  multiplication  table 
is  the  best  instance,  of  this.  It  would 
be  possible  to  reckon  out  any  simple 
multiple  every  time  you  needed  to  do 
so;  but,  fortunately,  the  trouble  gone 
through  In  early  youth  to  get  anything 
to  -twelve  times  twelve'  tripping 
off  the  tongue  makes  the  effort  un- 
necessary. One  -useful  thing  that 
might  be  done  during  the  dally  process 
of  dressing  would  be  to  extend  one's 
multiplication  table,  say,  up  to  twenty 
times  twenty.  In  practice  this  would 
save  a  large  amount  of  time  and 
trouble  to  those  who  are  constantly 
dealing  with  figure?.  And  I  should 
think  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  sug- 
gest other  matters  of  calculation  which 
could  be  simplified  in  a  similar  way 

"My  own  tastes  ard  requirements  he- 
Inc  of  a  different  nature,  I  can  sp^ak 
more  of  the  pleasure  to  be  gained  from 
getting,  by  heart,  favorite  passages  of 
poetry,  or  sometimes  of  prose.  It  is 
astonishing  what  one  can  do  in  this  way 
In  a  comparatively  short  space  of  time. 
I  think  the  'Rubaiyat  of  Omar  Khayyam' 
was  the  first  long  poem  I  learned  by 
heart,  many  years  ago.  It  contains  101 
quatrains,  which,  at  the  rate  of  three  a 
day.  would  take  little,  more  than  a 
month  to  learn.  Wordsworth's  beautiful 
'Ode  on  the  Intimations  of  Immortality 
!  in  Early  Childhood*  I  learned  in  a  week 
or  so  while  staying  in  the  Lake  district, 
and  there  Is  a  flavor  about  it  which  it 
would  not  have  If  I  only  read  it  occa- 
sionally. When  one  repeats  poetry  that 
one  has  got  by  heart,  the  scenes  In 
which  It  was  first  learned  rise  up  before 
one.  That  poem  recalls  to  me  the  lovely 
view  of  lake  and  mountain  from  my 
open  bedroom  window  In  those  far-off 
Summer  days,  and  contains  something 
more  of  the  spirit  of  Wordsworth  In 
consequence. 

"Whatever  of  fine  literature  one  has 
got  by  heart  Is  a  possession.  One  need 
never  be  dull,  even  In  an  enforced  wait 
at  a  country  railway  station  on  a  wet 
day,  with  nothing  visible  to  entertain 
one  but  advertisements  BJ>d  time-tables. 
One  carries  a  little  library  In  one's  mind 
and  can  dip  into  it.  where  one  pleases. 
"There  are  many  things  that  can  he 
profitably  learned  by  heart  besides 
poetry.  I  have  sometimes  occupied  my- 
self with  words  and  phrases  of  a  foreign 
language;  I  have  learned  lends  nt 
bridge;  I  have  learned  dates.  Dates  are 
really  extraordinarily  useful,  In  spite  of 
the  scorn  sometimes  thrown  upon  then.  "

There  was  a  time  when  the  memory 
was  almost  the  only  fatuity  Of  the 
mind  that.  was  systematically  culti- 
vated   In    the    SChOOlft,      Tapes    of   history, 

lists  of  detached  cir.ies,  columns  of 
spelling.  endless  names  of  t  iWDS, 
capes,  promontories  and  other  geo- 
graphical information  often  quite 
worthless,  grammatical  definitions  and 
rules  of  Utitiimetic  were  Committed  tp 
memory  by  thousands  of  children,  to 
whom  the  words  conveyed  almost  as 
little  meaning  as  IT  they  were  written 
In    a     foreign    language. 

The  pendulum  has  swung  back  In 
tic  opposite  direction:  Appeals  to  the 
reasoning  powers,  the  development  of 
the  faculties  of  observation  and  the 
training  of  the  hand  are  the  means  of 
education  chiefly  relied  on  in  modern 
primary    schools. 

There  arc  many  who  believe  that  we 
would  do  well  to  consider  whether, 
atfer  all,  there  was  not  much  pood  In 
filling  the  mlndS  of  children,  not 
with  meaningless  formulae,  but  with 
the  beautiful  words  In  which,  noble 
thoughts    are    clothed.  ' 

Among  those  who  set  a  high  value 
on  the  stores  of  knowledge  that  may 
be  acquired  by  the  wise  use  of  tne 
memory,  not  only  by  children,  but  by- 
people  of  mature  years.  Is  Mr.  Archi- 
bald Marshall,  an  English  gentleman 
of  40,  who  has  been  writing  to  The 
Dally  Mall,  showing  how  much  can  he 
done  in  a  short  time  to  store  the-  mind 
with    poetry.

YALE  OARSMEN  RETAIN 
*  THE  ENGLISH  SYSTEM 

NEW  HAVK.n,  Conn.,  Oct.  16.— In  dis- 
cussing the  decision  of  the  Yale  rowing 
authorities  to  retain  the  English  coaches 
and  the  English  stroke  for  another  year, 
the  popular  opinion  seems  to  be  that  it 
is  best  to  see  what  good  there  is  in  the 
system  before  giving  It  up  or  retaining 
It.  In  an  editorial,  The  Yale  Daily 
News  says,  in   part: 

"The  value  of  the  Kngllsh  utroke  can- 
not be  proved  by  three  weeks'  teaching 
of  last  year.  Although  It  has  never 
been  successfully  used  by  an  American 
college  crew,  still  the  Yale  rowing 
authorities  have  Implicit  faith  In  It; 
they  claim  that  It  has  never  been  fairly 
tried. 

"The  amateur  system  of  coaching,  to 
which  they  are  even  more  firmly  at- 
tached, has  also  not  yet  been  given  a 
fair  chance.  This  system  alone  will 
make  rowing  a  sport,  not  a  mere 
mechanical  exorcise.  Under  thla  system 
alone,  the  coaches  say,  yale  can  be  free 
from  the  orders  of  a  professional,  who 
would  take  to  himself  all  the  glories  of 
a  victory. 

"If  the  crew  wins  from  Princeton  Oct. 
SB,  or  if  it  rows  even  a  creditable  race, 
the  system  will  at  least  temporarily 
have  vindicated  Itself.  But  If  It  makes 
the  same  miserable  showing  character- 
istic of  recent  Yale  crews,  then  It  la 
time   to    turn    to   something    new."

The  committee  reached  tills  decision 
OH  account  of  the  many  applieut  i"i>s 
'roni  mothers  for  help  In  the_  care  of 
their  children  while  they  dally  go  out 
to  earn  their  own  ami  their  children's 
living.  In  response  to  an  appeal  for 
the  names  of  mothers  who  would  avail 
themselves  of  such  a  day  nursery,  ap- 
plication was  made  for  fifteen  children 
under  school  age,  whose  mothers  wished 
to  leave  these  little  ones  ai  the  nu 
on  their  way  to  work  In  the  morning, 
calling  for  them  on,  their  return  at  night 
and  paying  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per 
day  for  their  care.  An  effort  was  made 
by  the  committee  to  secure  a  suitable 
place,  centrally  situated,  where  mothe 
-    fMtt alt, "'Earta  of" the  city  could  r 


by  tram,  but,  after  much  searching,  "It 
was  found  impossible  to  secure  such 
quarters.     As    the  .larger   proportion    of 

mothers  needing  help  resided  in  ^B|| 
toria  north  and  on  Hillside  Avenue,  it 
was  decided  to  open  the  day  nursery 
near  the  intersection  of  four  carlinee, 
end  the  present,  location  at  739  King's 
Road    was   secured. 

On  Monday  last  the  committee  waited 
upon  the  City  Council  and  asked  its 
co-operation  and  financial  help  in  the 
work.  After  outlinging  the  need  of  the 
establishment  of  a  day  nursery  and  the 
probable  monthly  cost  of  sustaining  it. 
the  Council  granted  *100  per  month, 
leaving  $75  to  $100  to  be  raised  in  other 
ways     by     the    Managing    Board.  The 

funds  of  the  committee,  being  nece.-.- 
sarily  very  limited,  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  the  public  will  assist  in 
furnishing    the    nursery. 

Among  the  things  most  needed  are 
ten  "little  white  enameled  cribs,  with 
small  mattresses,  pillows,  flannelette 
sheetT  and  blankets,  eight  low  tables 
and  sixteen  little  chairs  (kindergarten), 
four  dozen  towels,  four  do7.en  clean, 
white  flour  sacks,  fifty  yards  of  whlto 
cheese  cloth,  one  piece  of  white  flannel, 
one  piece  of  white  flannelette,  one  piece 
of  blue  denim,  one  piece  of  dark  blue 
print,  plenty  of  small  shoes,  socks  and 
stockings,  a  sewing  machine,  a  few  toys, 
a  child's  swing  and  creeper's  chair,  a 
load  of  sand,  a  few  loads  of  mill  wood 
and  tons  of  coal.  Appeal  1=  made  to 
friends  who  are  willing  to  sew  for  the 
children  on  clothes  which  will  be  cut 
and  given  out  from  headquarters.  There 
will  also  be  needed  two  ordinary  kit- 
chen tables,  six  ohafla,  kitchen  range, 
nursery     stove     and     office     furniture.

Belfast  Regiments  of  Ulster  Anti-Home-Rule  Volunteers  on  Ulster  Show  Grounds

PARADE  BEFORE  SIR  EDWARD  CARSON,  THE  IRISH  UNIONIST  LEA  DER,  AND  THE  GENERAL  OFFICER  COMMANDING  THE  U.  V 


There  took  place  on  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 27,  the  review,  by  Sir  Kdward 
Carson,  of  the  Belfast  regiments  of  the 
Ulster  Volunteer  Force,  which  held  their 
first  united  parade  on  the  Royal  Ulster 
Agricultural  Show  Grounds  at  Belfast. 
The  total  strength  of  the  volunteers  at 
the  time  was  well  over  60,000,  and  active 
recruiting  was  going  on  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  it  was  argued  that  a  body  of 
100,000  trained  and  drilled  men  would 
bo  in  being  within  a  few  months.  On 
the  review  ground  on  the  occasion  men- 


tioned, there  were  nearly  12,000  men 
drawn  up,  and  there  were  at  least  25,000 
spectators. 

The  volunteers  assembled  in  four 
regiments,  each  representing  one  of  the 
Parliamentary  divisions  of  the  city,  and 
each  of  the  fourteen  battalions  had  800 
men.  The  regimental  commanders 
were:  Colonel  R.  H.  Wallace,  C.B.;  Major 
F.  H.  Crawford;  Major  Robert  McCal- 
1  mont,  M.P. ;  and  Captain  the  Hon.  A.  C. 
S.  Chichester.  Participating  In  the 
parade    were    members    of    the    Belfast 


section   of    the   signalling   and    dispatch 
riders'   corps. 

Cheers  greeted  the  arrival  of ■  Lieuten- 
ant-General Sir  George  Richardson,  the 
general  officer  commanding  th,-  Ulster 
Volunteer*,  and  Hi.s  staff,  amongst  whom 
■vas  iricRtded  "Mr.  !•'.  K.  Smith.  M.P..  act- 
ing as  orderly  officer.  The  party  took 
up  a  position  facing  the  saluting-bane. 
A  little  later  a  bugle-call  signalled  the 
approach  of  Sir  Edward  Carson.  and 
there  was  much  cheering  as  the  Irish 
Unionist  leader  came  forward. 


A  minute  or  two  afterwards  the  bugle 
again  sounded,  and  the  division  began 
to  advance,  to  come  to  attention  close 
to  the  platform  on  which  Sir  Kdward 
fprson    stood    with    bared    head.  The 

volunteers  then  gave  three  cheers  for 
the  union;  the ,  J&rgest  Union  Jack  in 
the  world  was  brokei.,  the  bini)  played 
"Rule  Britannia."  and  then  "God  Save 
the  King"   was  sung. 

In  the  courye  of  his  address,  Sir  lid- 
ward    Carson    said:    "1    need    hardly    say 


how  proud  I  feel  to  see  this  splendid 
turn-out  today,  to  see  you  with  your 
officers  and  the  distinguished  general  of 
the  whole  force  coming  forward  here 
today  as  the  natural  corollary  of  the 
Government  that  we  Intend  to  set 'up 
if  thi.s  Home  Rule  Bill  is  persisted  in. 
So  long  as  you  are  behind  us, 
there  can  be  no  question  of  surrender." 
At  the  end  of  the  speech  the  division 
marched  past,  and  Sir  Edward  Car.ion 
and  the  general  officer  commanding  took 
the   salute.

Three  Miles  of  Roped  Troops 
Pass  Over  Great  Glaciej^ 
At  Times  Swallowed  Up.  in 
Blinding  Snow, 


The  mountain  regiments  of  the  Swiss 
army  are  renowned  for  their  skill  and 
daring,  but  their  latest  exploit  has  ex- 
cited wonder — and  even  criticism  on 
account  of  the  risks  undertaken — In 
the  highest  military  circles. 

The  Swiss  manoeuvres  this  Autumn 
took  place  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Furka  and  Grinsel  Passes,  and  the 
various  regiments  engaged  had  been 
approaching  this  district  by  various 
routes. 

Four  companies  of  a  Bernese  Over- 
land mountain  regiment,  consisting  of 
550  men,  were  told  off  to  proceed  to 
their  destination  by  '.vny  of  .lungfrau 
,loeh  (nearly  12,000  feet  above  sea 
level),  and  the  Great  Aletech  (Under, 
which  Is  1">  miles  long  and  full  of 
yawning   crevasses. 

On  the  first  day  the  troops  inarched 
as  rar  as  Wengen,  the  Little  Schel- 
degg  Pass,  and  the  Elger  Glacier, 
various  detachments  spending  the 
night  at.  these  places.  In  the  early 
hours  of  the  following  morning  the 
transport  of '  the  550  men  to  the  tre- 
mendous Ice  and  snow-c'.nd  rldgo  of 
the  .lungfrau   .Joch   began. 

Through  Unique  Tunnel. 
The  services  of  the  .lungfrau  rail- 
way, which  runs  to  this,  the  highest 
station  in  Kurnpe,  through  a  Unique 
mountain  tunnel,  were  requisitioned 
for      this     purpose.  Before     dawn     all 

the  troops  were  assembled  In  the 
small  chamber  from  which  one 
emerges  on  to  the  Joch,  and  the  work 
nf  roping  up  began.  Outside  the 
wind  blew  furiously,  there  was  a 
dense  mist,  and  anyone  venturing 
outside  was  immediately  covered  with 
white    by    the    driving   snowstorm. 

The  weather  was  sueh  that  no 
Kiiides  would  have  undertaken  the  re- 
sponsibility of  conducting  tourists 
along  Europe's  greatest  glacier.  The 
commanding  Offlcer,  however,  was  in- 
exorable, and  with  the  first  gleam  of 
dawn  through  the  mist  the  order  to 
march  was  given.  Preceeded  by  ex- 
perienced guides  and  an  offlcer  wbo 
carried  a  compass  for  th"  purpose  of 
finding  the  route,  it  being  Impossible 
to  see  Tor  more  than  a  few  dozen 
yards,  the  soldiers  began  their  descent 
on  to  the  glacier.  A  steep  snow  slope 
In  which  they  sank  to  the  thighs  had 
to  be  negotiated  before  even  the 
level  of  the  glacier  was  reached. 
ImprtiilTi  Mountain  Sight. 
Roped  together  in  groups  of  five, 
and  carrying  rln>«  and  alpenstock"  In 
addition  to  a  kit  weighing  seventy 
pounds,  the  long  line  of  soldier-Alpin- 
ists cautiously  descended  on  to  the 
Klacler.  and  were  in  a  few  minutes 
swallowed  up  In  the  mist  and  blind- 
ing   snow. 

Passing        out       in       Indian       file.        it 
required    two   i.oui..   and   a   ivaM   Hot    tJib 


four  companies  to  reach  the  glacier, 
and  a  column  three  miles  In  length 
was  formed. 

From  time  to  time  the  mist  raised 
a  little  and  the  watchers  were  vouch- 
safed the  impressive  sight  of  an  end- 
less line  of  black  snots  extending 
away  Into  the  white  distance  In  slnur 
ous,  snake-like  fashion. 

Progress  along  the  glacier  in  these 
conditions,  with  the  surface  covered 
with  a  layer  of  fresh  snow  three  feet 
in  depth  and  every  landmark  ob- 
scured, was  necessarily  slow,  and  it 
was  late  in  the  afternoon  before  the 
Egglshorn,  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
glacier  was  reached.  Not  a  man  fell 
out,  and  the  troops  reached  their 
quarters  on  the  Alpine  pastures  he* 
yond  late  In  the  evening,  but  in  ex- 
cellent spirits,  many  detachments 
singing,  Such  are  the  soldiers  who 
have  to  be  reckoned  with  by  any  pos- 
sible  Invader   of   Switzerland.

Mr,  John  Brethour  Tells  of 
Bankers'  Trust  Co.'s  Pro- 
posed Hotel  and  Office 
Block  in  North  Saanich, 


It  was  Sidney's  day  in  the  Bankers" 
Trust  Company  case  yesterday.  Kour 
men  who  took  stock  in  that  company, 
namely,  Messrs.  John  Brethour,  John 
Koberts,  Thomas  it.  Davis  and  W.  L. 
Te.ster,  told  how  many  shares  they  took 
and  how  they  were  Induced  to  sign  their 
applications.  This  testimony  was  to  the 
effect  that  representations  were  made 
that  an  office  building  for  the  Bankers' 
Trust  Company's  Sidney  was  to  be  con- 
structed, and  that  the  ttm«  concern ;-PJrp- 
posed  erecting  a  fine  modern  hotel 
there.  Tha  croBB-eicanitnattpn  of  Mr. 
F.  J.  Popham  was  completed,  and  Mr. 
WllHara  Moore,  of  Moore  &  Wtaltttngton, 
was  briefly;  examined. 

Mr.  Popham,  in  the  forenoon,  told 
counsel  for  the  defence  that  he  had  not 
gone  before  any  notary  In  connection 
With  the  assignment  of  his  *i 2,000  mort- 
gage.'' Mr.  Cook  had  not  telephoned  him 
stating  that  ho  had  a  notary  ready  to 
take  W»  statement.  It  was  suggested. 
through  a  document  produced  by  coun- 
sel, that  Mr.  Popham  went  before  a 
notary  known   as   P.    Morris.       Witness 


Bald  lie  did  not  take  the  step  Implied, 
His  Lordship  asked  whether  It  waB  in- 
ferred that  the  business  was  done  over 
the  telephone.  Counsel  said  it  was,  and 
Mir*  Justice  Gregory  declared  that  the 
^pryln  ikuistlon;  If  lhe"iISserTlon"WCTr 
true,   should   lose   his   commission. 

It  was  stated  by  the  witness  that  he 
was  not  worrying  ;  particularly  while 
waiting  to  hear  whether  hi*  mortgage 
was  liquidated.  He  believed  then  that, 
being  In  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cook,  It  was 
in  good  hands.  He  felt  that  way,  not-' 
withstanding  the  fact  that  he  had  made 
an  assignment  to  the  Bankers'  Trust 
Company.  He  admitted  that  the  »8,000 
was  in  his  mind  when  he  saw  Mr.  God- 
frey Booth.  But  he  did  not  say  any- 
thing to  Mr.  Booth  about  the  matter. 

"Do  you  Intend  to  stick  to  that  state- 
ment?"  asked,  counsel. 

"I'll  stick  to  It  till  Doomsday,  be- 
cause it  is  the  truth,"  asserted  the  wit- 
ness.

Allert 
had  got  the  cheque  for  the  money  real- 
ized on  ills  mortgage.  "  He  did  not  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Allen  stole 
it  He  did  not  inquire  particularly  as 
to  what  became  of  it,  but  knew  that 
there  was  no  money  in.. the  treasury. 
Mr.  Allen  told  witness  that  Mr.  Cook 
advised  that  the  money  be  put  to  the 
credit  of  his  stock.  Some  cheques 
signed  by  Messrs.  Booth  and  Allen  were 
produced,  and  witness  was  asked 
whether  ho  knew  that  the  fund  derived 
from  his  mortgage  was  all  disposed,  Of 
in  the  same  way.  He  answered  nega-' 
tlvely.  He  supposed  that  it  had  all  gone 
in    tlie    usual    course   of   business. 

To  the  Crown  prosecutor  witness  said 
-.that  the  inquiries  he  made  for  Mr.  Cook 
between   the  time  he  assigned   his  mort- 
gage and  learning  of  its  liquidation  were 
;    the  offices  of  the  Negotiators, 

Ltd, 

Mr.  John  Brethour.  who  explained  that 
he  was  a  farmer  of  Sidney  and  a  resi- 
dent 1  here  for  forty  years,  said  that  he 
met  Mr.  Frank  Skidmore,  who  repre- 
sented himself  as  an  agent  of  the  Bank- 
Trust  Company,  In  Sidney.  He  en- 
countered him  ehOUl  the  latter  part  of 
January  In  Mr.  II.  B.  Brethour'*  office, 
re  talked  to  him  about  buy- 
ing shares.  lie  said  the  company's 
rapilHl  was  J^, 000.000,  thai  it  had  Paid 
a  dividend  of  22  1-2  per  cent,  and  that 
the  shares  sold  for  »3B.  They  would  he 
worth  $37,50  on  February  15.  Messrs. 
.  col.  K.  G.  Prior,  Otto  Wetter, 
Godfrey  Booth  and  Noah  Shakespeare 
were  mentioned  as  men  prominently 
Identified  with  the  enterprise.  If  ho 
was  n"t  satisfied,  witness  was  Informed 
that  he  would  he  able  to  turn  in  hiR 
stock    at    $87.60.        He    then    bought    100

Mr,  Bret  hour's 
lota,  *  'They  .were  orffer*d:  for  several 
hundred  dollars  each.  Ho  refused  to

Answering  ■  counsel  for  the  defence, 
witness  said  that  Mr.,  Skidmore  waa 
drinking  heavily  Just  hefore  he  left 
Sidney.

Stock.  It  was  three  days  after  his  talk 
with  Mr.  Skidmore  at  his  home  that  he 
saw  Mr.  Cook  at  the  Merchants'  Bank, 
Sidney.  The  latter  spoke  of  the  com- 
pany as  an  Institution  that  was  going 
to  he  of  material  benefit  to  the  coun- 
try.

Conservation  Engineer  Returns 
to  Ottawa  After  Thousand- 
Mile  Trip  —  Development 
Would  Prove  Expensive,

Mr.  L.  G.  Denis,  hydro-electrical  en- 
gineer for  the  commission  of  conser- 
vation has  Just  returned  to  Ottawa 
after  making  a  thousand  mile  trip  bj 
canoe,  lnvestlratlnK  water  power  pos- 
sibilities along  the  rivers  of  Northern 
Manitoba.  Mr.  Denis  left  Xorway 
House  In  July  and  proceeded  up  the 
('hlinanlsh  River,  portaging  across  the 
height  of  the  land  to  the  Hayes  River 
and  proceeded  thence  400  miles  to  Yorlt 
Factory.  He  returned  by  the  Nelson 
r.iver,  carefully  investigating  water 
power  possibilities  all  along  the  route 
Including  those  In  the  vicinity  of  the 
Hudson  Bay  Railroad  route. 

"There  are  many  power  poMlbilltles 
on  the  Nelson,"  said  Mr.  Denis.  "As  a 
general  rule,  however,  the  falls  and 
rapids  below  Split  Lake,  with  few-  **- 
ceptions  will  he  difficult  and ;, eWfrniife' 
development,  though  nowe?  I*  there 
large  ammounts."

"Do  you  consider  that  it  will  he 
possible  in  coarse  of  tie  to  electrify 
the  Hudson  Bey  Railroad  by  means  of 
that  poyrn."   he  waa  asked, 

Mr.    Denis  said   "I    don't    think   it 
I    met    several    men    up  there 
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Irnb >i.  thought  it  could  be  done,  but  I 
cannot7  see  now  it  can  he.  There  is 
plenty  of  .power,  but  unless  the  traffic 
is  to  be  very  heavy  and  continuous, 
.. '.,.  :^„;i^hsvtremendous-- investment  Jngcejsaary. 
for  the  development  of  the  power  and 
the  electrification  of  the  Rne  would 
not  be  justified.  There  are  two  Rapids 
•  on  the  Nelson  near  the  location  of  the 
road,  the  Manitou  and  the  Kettle  Rap- 
ids, which  might  be  utilized,  were  it 
desired  to  carry  out  such  a  project. 
The  water  power  on  .  the  upper  .  part 
of  the  river,  would  be  easily  developed 
as  the  full  natural  heads  on  each  could 
lie  easily  utilised,  without  the  con- 
struction of  large  dams.  The  .'Whits 
Mud  Falls  only  50  miles  by 
air  line  from  Norway  House,  have  a 
head  of  30  feet  and  Is  easy  of  de- 
velopment. Other  water  power  possi- 
bilities on  the  Nelson  River  are  to  be 
found  at  the  TUeson  Rapids,  the  Long 
Spruce  Rapids  and   the  Grand   Rapids. 

"The  Hayes  River  taken  as  a  whole, 
affords  good  opportunities  for  small 
water  power  developments  In  its  up- 
per parts  and  .  for  fairly  large  ones 
above  the  mouth  of  the  Fox  River. 
The'  latter,  however,  would  be  very 
expensive  to  develop.  Among  the  pos- 
sibilities are  Robertson  Portage,  Trout 
Falls.  Drum  Portage,  White  Mud  Por- 
tage and  Berwick  Falls.  There  are 
good  pulp  wood  growths  along  both 
the  Nelson  and  Hayes  and  also  min- 
eral   prospects." 

Many    Rapids. 

Mr.  Denis  also  explored  the  Birens 
and  Pigeon  Rivers  and  found  them 
also  full  of  rapids  capable  of  small 
developments.  On  the  Birens  River 
he  encountered  no  less  than  46  in- 
terruptions to  the  journey  within  100 
miles,  a  rapid  being  found  on  an  av- 
erage of  every  two  miles.  The  heads 
are  small  but  in  many  cases  several 
could  be  combined  to  make  one  work- 
ing head. 

On  the  Dauphin  River,  Mr.  Denis 
states  there  is  only  one  place  where 
power  could  be  developed.  This  would 
be  six  or  seven  miles  above  the  mouth, 
Where  a  head  of  from  13  to  20  feet 
i  ovild  he  found.  In  .  other,  parts  .the 
current  is  swift,  but  the  banks  are 
too    low  '  to    permit    of    damming.
